To PARENTS AND ’TAX-PAYERS 


In a general sense the school year has been a prosperous 
one. Difficulties presented themselves in the Meadows and 
Valley schools in such a way that it made it impossible to 
secure boarding places for teachers within reasonable walk- 
ing distance. To overcome the hirderance we were obliged 
to incur expense to carry teachers. And from this same 
cause the Valley school was not in session as long by several 
weeks as it should have been. It seemed to us this was oc- 
casioned by matters entirely foreign to schools. 

If parents and residents of a school precinct allow them- 
selves to stoop to matters so injurious to school interests we 
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cannot expect the best results. This leads us to again ask 
for co-operation. School houses, books and teachers, al- 
though the best procurable, and all of these essentials aug- 
mented by the earnest efforts of the school board can result 
only in little good or a wretched failure unless parents hon- 
estly perform their duty toward their children during school 
life. 


In several cases non-attendance has severely retarded 
school advancement; not altogether those staying away but- 
the interest of the entire school. In this day of hustling pro- 
gression how can parents be so blind to the children’s life 
long interest as to allow them to be absent from school? 
We wish to call your attention to the last Session Laws 1900 
and 1901:—‘‘No child under 16 years of age can be employed 
during the time schools are in session without first obtaining 
permit from the school board.’’ Employed is working at 
home as much as away from home. ‘‘Children between the 
ages of 8 and 14 years must attend school all the time such 
schools are in session.”’ 


It seems to us that parents ought to have interest enough 
in the children’s future well being to send them to school 
without threats or compulsion. With these exceptions the 
schools have performed excellent work. Itis graifying to 
see how thoroughly many of our smaller boys and girls are 
getting hold of the elements of an education. 


To see children from eight to ten years of age grasping 
facts in grammar, geography, history and nature statistics, 
such as many of their parents never had the opportunity to 
get, demonstrates.conclusively that the money expended. in 
the common schools is resulting in great good. 

The High School is in good form and doing excellent 
work. ‘The large incoming class was better fitted in many 
ways than some former classes, which reflects credit to the 
lower schools. 


In compliance with the 1900 and 1901 Session Laws we 
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have engaged an assistant teacher and lengthened the school 
year to 34 weeks in this school. Both of these changes were 
compulsory by law, but they had long been needed and are 
showing good results for the extra outlay. 


The new furnace seems to be a good one but cannot suit- 
ably warm the house until the walls of the building are made 
much nearer wind-proof. 


The new school house near the M. C. R. R. station fills 
along felt want. It proves to be a warm, light and conyen- 
ient room in every detail. By the financial report of the 
building committee it will be seen that it was built within 
the appropriation and $25 left over with which to in part 
furnish the room. | 


The number of school scholars at the Meadows having 
materially decreased both schools were put together under 
an experieneed teacher in the fall and winter terms. As we 
had anticipated this caused some complaint but we are still 
confident that the circumstances justify the act. 


During the past year we have supported a secondary 
high school for 10 to 15 pupils which seems uncalled for ex- 
pense, since the distance from the Meadows to the High 
school is no more than from Riverton or the Highlands. 


Our expenditure for schools has not been any more than 
last year since a little more than one hundred dollars of the 
amount paid out this year was debt carried over from last 
year for books. Bills now outstanding against the district 
do not aggregate more than $30. 

It was fully explained at the last town meeting that it 
would be necessary to raise by district taxation $2000 for 
the support of schools. ‘This sum with the special school 
funds, namely state aid, literary fund, savings bank tax and 
dog tax, making a little more than $3000, has been sufficient 
funds. We estimate that a like sum of $2000 together with 
the outside funds will be sufficient for the next year. 


It 1s perhaps unnecessary for us to say that the graduat- 
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ing exercises last June, both in the Secondary schools and 
the High schools, were very meritorious and won much fav- 
orable comment from townsmen, visiting friends from sur- 
rounding towns and people of culture who were present from 
outside of the state. The prizes so generously given by Miss 
Mary A. Wright of Boston in botanical work were awarded 
as follows: Mabel Hall, May Jewett, Rena Stone, Gladys 
- Kenison and Marion G. Evans. 

Fathers, mothers, friends of children and schools, you 
have always been generous with your money, now give as 
freely of your personal aid and presence and our schools shall 
be our pride.
